THE OLD GUARD BACK ON THE 


By Senator ROBERT M. La FOLLETTS 


In La Follette's Weekly 


The return to Congress of a number of the old standpat 


leaders from States and districts in which Aldrich has been 
the ideal for a quarter of a century Js hailed with joy by spe- 
cial interest press and politicians. Business is to be revived and 
labor is to be rewarded. 


Already the first number of the program of a new adminis- 


tration is announced—"restore the Payne-Aldrich tariff." They 
propose to "rescue our perishing industries." They are already 
counting upon "a large increase in duties all along the line." Of 
course it will raise prices and increase the cost of living. The 
consumer will have to pay the" piper. But what of that? We 
must have "prosperity" at any price. 


And the Wilson administration has been "disturbing busi- 


ness." Its principal offense is that it has reduced the tariff. 


That there should be some business disturbance following a 


reduction of the high tariff duties was inevitable. That much 
of the depression was artificial cannot be disputed. Does any 
rational human being doubt that the tariff interests would fight 
to the last ditch to maintain their unlawful profits? They had 
faany times warned the public that it would be unsafe to inter- 
fere with them. It was an open boast of standpat statesmen at 
the beginning of the tariff session under the present adminis- 
tration that "the protected interests would make'the Ameri- 
can people pay dearly for their folly in the election of 1912; 
that when a few million laborers had been laid off, and the 
balance had suffered a cut in their wages; that when the 
banks reduced the credit line and people were made to feel the 
pinch, they would be eager to bring Aidrich and Cannon back 
and beg them to make the wheels go round." 


The interests could afford to take a small present loss on a 


manufactured depression to restore their privileges of monopoly 
and huge profits for another long high-tariff period. 


And so we have had our season of "business depression"— 


a small measure of it the logical result of tariff changes, neces- 
sary during the period of readjustment from the fajse, artifi- 
cial, inflated basis to a sound, honest, stable basis of actual val- 
ues. 
There was no reason for a business depression of a radical 
or general character. 


Democratic tariff duties on the schedule of manufactures, 


with the exception of some of the more highly finished pro-> 
ducts, accorded to those industries a fair measure of protection 
against foreign competition.. On wool and sugar and most of 
the products of agriculture, the cut was unwarranted. For the 
most part it is true that the farmer cannot be materially bene- 
fited by tariff duties upon his products; but "upon many things 
grown upon the farm, he has foreign competition maintained 
under conditions which entitle hirn-to the same measure of pro- 
tection accorded.to the American manufacturer. This he did 
not receive in the Democratic tariff bill. But on the whole the 
bill was a PROTECTIVE TARIFF MEASURE, and infinitely 
better and fairer to the American people than the Payne-A!d- 
rich law. 


The investigation of Taft's tariff board proved beyond dispute 


that many favored industries were entrenched behind the tariff 
duties of the Payne-Aldrich law, ranging from one to two and 
three hundred per cent, more than "the difference between the 
:ost of production at home and abroad." 


No such tariff monstrosity can ever be maintained. It may 


contribute to the political success of a few Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress from pro-tariff States to contend for such leg- 
islation, BUT IT IS SUPREME FOLLY FOR GREAT INDUS- 
TRIES TO HOPE TO ESTABLISH BUSINESS SECURITY 
AND REAL PROSPERITY ON A BASIS OF ¥7RONG AND 
INJUSTICE.

strengthening themselves in taking 
advantages of the opportunities of 
foreign competition. 


"This is a very serious matter for 


There are some corpo- 
rations and some firms, for all I know, 
whose business is great enough and 
whose 
resources 
are 
abundant 


enough to enable them to establish 
selling agencies in foreign countries, 
to enable them to extend the long 
credits which in some cases are 
necessary in order to keep the trade 
they desire; which enables them, in 
other words, to organize their busi- 
ness in foreign territory in a way 
which the smaller man cannot afford 
to do. His business has not grown 
big enough to permit him to establish 
selling agencies. 


"The expert commission merchant, 


perhaps, taxes him a little bit too 
high to make that an available com- 
petitive means of conducting and 
extending the business. The question 
arises, therefore, how are the small- 
er merchants, how are the younger 
and weaker corporations going to get 
a foothold as against the combina- 
tions which are permitted and even 
encouraged by foreign Governments 
in this very field of competition?

quick turns. 


This method assures the salvation 


of the retailer, but piecemeals hand- 
ling in small lots is terribly costly 
for the consumer.

All Gobble rs but One. 


(By ANNA. GALIGIIER 1 


If the turkey business was a failure 


•with you this year don't get discour- 
aged and quit. Instead, use your bet- 
ter judgment and try again. 
If you 


liave never raised turkeys now is a 
good time to begin. 


Turkeys are difficult to raise, as we 


know by long experience, but with 
good care and the right kind of feed 
we have managed to laise a good per 
centage of those hatched. 


Just now we are having some 


trouble with ours because of our in- 
ability to keep them out of a neigh- 
1-or's rye field Several have died, U\o 
more are sick The rye causes a bowel 
trouble, which is ^ot unlike cholera 


After we discovered the cause of the 


trouble we tried keeping the well tur- 
keys in a yard. This was not a suc- 
cess. 
They began to droop and re- 


fused to eat; just as we expected, for 
a turkey cannot endure confinement 


The sick ones were given a little 


epsom salts in their feed and twc re- 
covered 
We tried several different 


remedies, but none of the others 
seemed to take any effect 


We do not consider rye suitable food 


for any kind ot poultry, young or old. 
<5reen rye (not the grain) is as good 
for all kinds ot fowls as grass, and if 
grown early in the fall will furnish 
green food for the poultry all winter. 
This is its only redeeming point. 


Now is the time to buy the stock 


for next year. It is better to purchase 
turkeys, even at the present unheard- 
'of prices than to wait until next 
spring and depend upon eggs. 


Shipped eggs seldom hatch as well 


DUST BOXES FOR WINTER USE 


One of Most Economical and Conven- 


ient Ways of Keeping Fowls Free 


From All Kinds of Vermin. 


The dust wallow is one of the most 


economical ^s ays of ridding for. Is of all 
kinds of vermin, especially lice. If 
for no other reason, this ought to be 
sufficient to make it worth while to 
have a dust box in the poultry house 


Some appear to believe that fowls 


kept free from lice can do without a 
dust wallow. In the first place there 
are very few flocks 01 poultry, ;f any, 
entirely free from vermin, and in the 
second place the fowls appear to en- 
joy taking a dust wallow. Remember 
it takes a comfortable hen to be a 
good layer. 


In the spring and bummer dust boxes 


are unnecessary because the fowls can 
enjoy outside dust -wallows In the 
winter, however, dust boxes are neces-, 
fary. 
A small box, say three feet 


square, will nicely answer the purpose 
ot a dust box for a flock ot 50 or less 
hens. There are thi ee common forms 
of dust boxes. One is an ordinary box 
placed in front of a south window, an- 
other is an especially constructed cov- 
ered box placed on the inside of the 
house in front of a fcoyth window, and 
the third is the outbidc dust box, built 
as a lean-to on the bouth side of the 
house. 
A glass tor calces it more 


pleasant. The latter is the most desir- 
able, because it is out of the ^\ay, 
makes it possible to renev\ the dusting 
material from the outside, and has a 
greater tendency to keep the dubt out 
of the house, although not entirely 
Tiien, too, this form does not teke up 
valuable room m the houte which it 
would in case it \veie not placed on 
legs up from the floor 


Dust boxes should L!V.ajs be located 


i_ front of a south window. It is»ad 
visable to cover them to prevent the 
dust from being thrown all over the 
interior of the house, to keep the fowls 
from roosting in the same or on the 
same. 


One of the best dusting materials is 


an equal mixture of fine sand, sifted 
coal ashes and road dust, procured 
during the summer from a much trav 
eled highway. The proper depth of a 
dust box is about twelve inches, six 
Inches of which should be filled with 
dusting material. 


Vermin Multiply Rapidly. 


A hundred lice in a poultry house 


will multiply to a thousand in a short 
time, and to a million within a month 
unless checked 
It's much easier to 


kill the hundred than the million. 


Size of Paying Flock. 


Do not undertake to keep too many 


fowl0,. 
A small flock well managed 


will give a larger profit than a flocli 
that is compelled to take care of it- 
self. 


Cull the Flock. 


CulJ your flock at, soon as possible 


and get the surplus jff to market, hut 
don't forget to give them a week or 
ton days of extra care and feed

which are cracked but not leaking 


Leakers—Is a name applied to e^sa 


which have lost a part ot their con- 
tents. 


Seconds—Are eggs which have dete- 


riorated to a sufficient extent as to be 
rejected as firsts. They are, however, 
of a high enough quality to be used 
for human consumption. Seconds in- 
clude heated, shrunken, small, dirty, 
eatery, badly misshapen eggs and eggs 
containing some slight forms of for- 
eign matter

Concerning Peach Tree Filler-, in an 


Apple Orchard 


A prominent Somerset County gen- 


tleman wrote to State Zoologist H. 
A. Surface, Harrisburg, asking if 
there could be any harm from plant- 
ing peach tree fillers between apple 
trees. He added that he had started 
to plant six hundred acres and need- 
ed information along certain lines. 
In answer to his inquiry Professor 
Surface gave a reply which will be 
full of interest to many prospective 
planters 
It is as follows: 


"Regardless of the benefits that 


may accrue from peach tree fillers 
between apples, there may be harm- 
ful results from this practice. These 
are due to certain fundamental con- 
ditions such as the following: 


"1. The cultivation that the peach 


tree must have Is not the same as 
that which is necessary or most eco- 
nomical in an apple orchard. 


"2. The spraying for the peach 


and apple are different, and I have 
known of definite cases in this State 
where the peach trees were badly 
injured by the spray liquid that was 
used on the apple trees and was 
blown over to them by the wind. In 
fact, I have here at the present time 
a letter from a gro-wer who said he 
destroyed several thousand dollars 
worth of peaches by spraying his ap- 
ple trees with the so-called soluble 
oil. which blew over onto his peach 
trees when spraying the apple trees. 


"3. Certain pests, such as the Cur- 


culio, are always more injurious to 
the apples when they are among 
peach trees. 
A large grower in 


Maryland, 
whose 
name 
is 
well 


known, jerked out all his peach tree 
fillers as soon as he found from ex- 
perience that this was the case. The 
Curculio makes knotty and deformed 
apples. When peach trees grow be- 
tween apple trees the increase of 
culls and poor fruit from this cause 
is very great indeed. 


"4. By planting young-hearing va- 


rieties of apple trees as fillers, such 
as Wagner, you can get practically 
as much fruit and as early, as by 
planting peach, especially in your 
region, which is at an elevation too 


Lime and Fertility in an Orchard 
A peach grower in Eastern Penn- 


sylvania wrote to State Zoologist H. 


Surface, Harrisburg, saying, "I 


am at this time in possession of a 
>each orchard which contains about 
even hundred trees. I have placed 
an order for three tons of pulverized 
'aw lime which was recommended 
or the ground. 
Would it be advis- 


ible for me to drill this lime with a 
eed drill between the trees? 


"In one side of my orchard I have 


. good clover sod

growers, and in fact from all farm- 
ers. 
The improvement of the soil is 


of great importance, and as Profes- 
sor Surface has had experience in 
building up poor and wornout land 
lie is able to s^eak as one who has 
seen piactical results 
He replied as 


follows- 


"Concerning the use of pulverised 


raw lime for the soil where your 
peach trees grow I can say that I do 
not know whether you mean the pul- 
verized or powdered raw limestone, 
unhurned or the burned limestone 
In the first place if you can obtain it, 
I recommend finely pulverized lime- 
stone, not burned. 
In the second 


place, I do not think the ground 
burned lime is worth enough to jus- 
tify you in paying for having it 
ground, instead of letting it become 
slaked. 
What I recommend if you 


can not get the pulverized raw un- 
burned limestone, very finely pow- 
dered, would be to buy freshly burn- 
ed kiln lime and slake it, and spread 
it over the ground 
Use about one 


ton to the acre of either kind, and 
it wiU sweeten the soil and make it 
fit for growing the legumes or clov- 
ers, "beans, peas, vetch, etc. You 
should remember that lime is not a 
fertilizer, but a sweetener of the soil, 
and puts it in condition for growing 
the legumes that are the best and
